probable disposition of vacant lots in their 
neighborheod. It is as important to know 
this as to know the probable grade of the 
street. The misapplication in the way sug- 
gested of a single lot will affect the value of 
property on the whole block, and sometimes 
on adjoining blocks. Even the condition in 
which a vacant lot is kept sometimes pro- 
duces in a less degree the same result. Real 
estate owners and tenants should in their 
combined interests endeavor to secure some 
regulation for the erection of tenement and 
other houses of a character calculated to in- 
jure adjoining property. We need to secure 
the proper embellishment of the City, as 
well as the interests of real estate owners, a 
Commission to regulate buildings as much 
as we need one on streets and wharves and 
parks.

It 16 quite remarkable that after the con- 
élusive, testimony which was taken by the 
panies, proving their extortions, their inso- 
lent treatment of their patrons, the poor 
quality of the light which they furnish, and 
the immense profits which accrue to them as 
monopohsta, so feeble an attempt at reform 
should be made as that proposed by Assem- 
blyman Mrroenett. The bill introduced to 
remedy the acknowledged evils of the exist- 
ing system, instead of throwing open the 
business of gas manufacturing to the compe- 
tition of all who choose to engage in it, as it 
ought to do, simply provides for the appoint- 
ment of three emment chemists as Commis- 
sioners, af 9 salary of $6,000 each per annum, 
who are to test the illuminating power and 
purity of the gas and see that itis kept up to 
& preseribed. standard, regulates the 
and pressure of the article, and forbids the 
exaction of deposits on the part of the com- 
panies. from. consumers.
